CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1 . A method of playing blackjack and variations thereof where at least one 
different winning player point score pays a different award. 

2. The method of Claim 1 where the expected value of play exceeds 100%. 

3. The method of Claim 1 played on an electronic gambling device. 

4. The method of Claim 1 played with traditional playing cards. 

5. A method of playing blackjack and variations thereof where at least one 
winning hard point total pays differently from a winning soft point total of the same 
score. 

6. The method of Claim 5 where the expected value of play exceeds 100%. 

7. The method of Claim 5 played on an electronic gambling device. 

8. The method of Claim 5 played with traditional playing cards.

9. The method of Claim 5 where the number of cards taken to make up a 
player's point score determines a different award.
